Communication not automatic 


James R. “Big Jim’’ Thompson may not score 100 percent 
on'candor. He hasn’t yet led Illinois to an adequate-Freedom 
of Information law. And in 1976 he hid his “‘city slicker” urban 

lawyer image by campaigning Downstate in lumberjack shirt 

and jeans, even though he really did own a tie, white shirt and 
suit for Chicago appearances. But frankness — willingness to 
communicate freely — nevertheless has done a lot for him! 

If he becomes Illinois’ first four-term governor by-winning 
the Nov. 4 election, it will be largely because of two things: the 
administrative skill he has honed, as the state’s chief ex- 
ecutive for -the past décade, and his policy of informing the 
public ‘‘every time he hiccups or crosses the room.” 

There may be some wasteful aspects of the state’s public in- 

* formation mechanism. But on the whole, it is a “‘plus” that so 
much effort is made day in and day out to keep citizens well 
informed. “ | - 

Surprisingly, many officials and would-be officials have not 
realized the importance of full, open and frequent
